And We call the 
Alnighty God to witneſſe, that though We weie extremely lepfible of the violent ang 
unjuſtthable impoſitions upon Our m_— Office and Authority, of the apparent hazard 
ape danger which threatned Our own Perſon and {afery ; yer not fo much the particyſer 
conſideration of Our Selfe, hath'engaged Us in the reſolution We have now taken, , as the 
blike Care of the true Proteſtant R:ligion, the preſervation of the Law, and zhe Ly 
hw of the SubicR, and the upholding the who!c frame and conſtitution of this King- 
dome, fo admirably founded and continued by the blefling of God, and the wiledome 
of Our Anceltours, rothe wonder andenvyying of all the nezghbouring Kingdomgwhid 
the fa&ion and ambition of a few diſcontented Gries, with their counte;teit ſhes of Re 
ion, and pretences of Liberty, endeavour toſhake and rend aſunder, and to bring Ow 
Selte, and all the SubzeRs of this Kingdome into perperuall Subje&ion unto their vat 
unlimited. arbicrary ſceditious jurifdiftion, We ſhall begin Our diſcourſe from the begin- 
ing ot this Parliament; For of the unhappy diflokution of whe laſt (by the misnformation 
and advice of foie perſons, looked npon now under another charater) We ſhall for 
bearto ſpeake ; being reſolved that no diltegarded of undutifulnesof other men rownrd 
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Its, (hall ever prevaile with Us, to do what Wethinke vnſuicable ro the Honour and Rc | 


puration of a juſt Prince, and of 2 good anda loving Maſter, 
When We refolyed to fimmon this Parliameut, (which We did ort of Our own 


earneſt an! affc$ionace defire to beget a good and right intelligence berween Us and Out \ 


People, and before the mectin g of OurGreat Councell at Torke, and uncompelled by any 


Yiokenet, bu of Ou loye to Peace.) We preſented o Our Selfe the-unhappy condivio 
W |

wherein che State of this King dome then (37 , conſidered the nature of the preſſireg 
(then more freely repreſented unto Us) which in themſelyes are grievous to Our good 
Subje&s, and the conſequences of ehem might _ more terrible ; Weetooke a 
full and cleare proſpeet ot the tnconyeniencies and miſchiefs which had grown by the 
long intermiſſion of Parliaments, and by departing too much from the known Rule of 
the Law, toan Arbitrary power, and upon the whole reſolved ( without putting any 
gloſſe upon Our owne former Commands, or endeayoring to make any excule for the 
AQions of Our Minifters) that the meaſure of O.r juſtice and fayour by way of repa= 
ration, ſhould tar exceed the proportion of the ſufferings, Our good Sub.) had une 
dergone by U's; which We were confident wo-.1d beger {ſo mutuall an affe& on and 
contideuce berweene Us, that ſuch 2toundation of firm;e and ſtable happireſſ: would 
immedately haye beenc laid for the who!e Kingdome , that all memotrie of fo:mer” 
grievances would have beene cafily buried, and that this Parliament ſhauld receive a 
glorious celebration both by King and People to thegnd of the world. And therefore 
upon the firſt Convention o! the third of Noyember, Wee delared Our refolution in 
that point, 2nd then or ſoone after deſired that wharſcever miftaking had giowne in the 
Goyernement cither of Church or Sexte, might be removed, and all things reduced to 
the order of the time (the memorie whereot 1s j1 ſtly pretious to this Nation) of Q::ecn 
Ehzabeth ; and for any expretſion of their affetion to Us w ſupply of Our knowne 
neceffi-ies We were ſo farre from preffing, We reſolyed not tothinke of it till all Our 
good People ſhould be abnndan!ly latiſhed in all neceſſ1rie — for their Liber- 
teand Propriety,and what ever eltz might diſturbe chem in their eltates or confciences, 
How fi.mely We have kept O-:r Selfe to this Relohution iscyident tv all the wor!d, 

Atthe begini 1g of the Parliamert We qu'ckly diſcerned by ſome circumſtances 
oftheir p,oceedings. that thy meant not toconfine or contain themſelves within the 
paths of cheir Predvcefſours 3 which Wee imputed to the diforder. and impatience, 
the former ſufferings of the Kingd ume had begot in them, and che:efore We reſolved 
torake no exceptionsto any particular, but to doe Our part in any point of Refc r= 
mation, az ſonne 2nd asoften as any opportunity ſhould bee cfercd unto Us, belees 
ving that as ſoone 1s they ſhould finde themſelves reſtored to their old ſecurity, and 
thernarrer and {ubRance of their doubts and feares to be removed, they would cafi- 
ly and willingly reduce themſelves into their good old way, and opply themſelves tg 
the uſual] forme ot their Predeceſſ.. ms in the courſe of their proceedings, And though 
We well knieww the Combination erred into by feverall perſcn; for an alteration 1n 
the Governemen: of the Church which could nor but haye an Influence upon the cis 
vill Goyernement ofthe Stare t50, and obſerved that choſe men had greateſt itereſt 
and power of perliwad.ay of both Houſes who had entred into ſach Combination. yer 
Our Ref-lutzion was ſo tull for the publick laisfaRion of Our people, that We belee= 
ved, eyen choſe men would either have beene converted in their Confciences, by the 
Cearnefſ: and juttneſe of Our Aﬀtions, or would have appearcd ſo unſeaſonable, or 
been: diſcovered fo ſeditious that their malice and furie would not have beene able to 
have d-17e miſch1efe ; and therefore We tooke no notice of the great labour and Kill 
the prime Leaders amongftthem had uſed t> get men of their faction nominated and 


ele&ed to ſerve 25 members of the Houſe ot Commons, and did uſe ro remove others 


(whom they knew to be of different opinions) though they were fairely and legally 
elefted ; wherein there was no other meaſure or rule of Juſtice obſerved then fingly 
With reference to the opinions or affections of che perfons, witnefſe (beſides their pur= 
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eing out or keeping in Men upon weve He Eletions, without the-Icaſt colour or. 


thadow of Jultice) thelr Order, wheteby they at one clap expelled a very grearnum., || . 


ber of perſons tairly elected by their Conntrey, upon pretence that they had ſome 
hand, cr thcir names uled in ſon:e Proje, Monopoly or Patent, without charging. 


them wi.h any crime, or tothis day proceeding againſt them ; and yet they ccntinug; 


amonglt them Sir Henry Mildemay Mr. Lawrence Whitakers, and others (whole af. 
teions and opinions they are well plealed with) thergh the firſt.ot them is notorioul.. 
ly knowne to be the chicte Promcter of the buaneſſe of the gold and fiiver thicd (a 
Comniſhon complained of, viewed, andexamined, and thcteiore hisnam n1ght have 
beene cally taken notice of ) and the other as converſant, and as.muc!1 im; loyed as a 
Commiſhaner in wacters ot that nati:rc as any man. Wee ſpeake nc: this to excuſe 
Monopolics (the.incon. cniencies of which We are ſcnfivle ot,. and ſhail t'r the fuure 
prevent) bur to ſhi w that partiality cf that Fabtion, and the uſe they mi kc vt chem to. 
their owne advantage. | Ln 
The fyſt remedy ( after the impeaching ſeverall rerlons of high Treaſon, whom, 
looked upoa as the chiefe caules of the pull.ke 1: f;cerirgs ) ile, propoled, was a 
Bill for the Trien- ial. Pariza'rient, ro the which, t!.cvgl: Wee night jultly baye 
pauked upon feverall exp.cfkons an cla {.s i2 it. avd m'gl very well have infifted 
uron our old Pavi'edge and Cuſtome net to paſle avy Bilt till the end of the Seſſion, 
yeifince We really did bc.eeve moſt of the milchietes hen c mpl-ined off, proceeded 
from the too long inte:miſſion of Pa1lia;nents,and wee reli Ive for the tuture rocome 
municate treely and frequently that way with Our S.bjects, We paſſed over thole ex- 
ceptions, and conſented to ir, eſpecially upon this confidence That when f:.ch other, 
Atts ſhould be agrecd upon for the e ſe and ſecurity of Our People, as Wee defired 
and expetcd ſhould be preferred tv Us,this AA would be a ſuthicient carnelt and af, 
ſurance that all thole As ſho: 1d be f.icl.fully obſerved by Us, and fo there ſhould be 


no r20m left for any. feare.and jeal: aties which might prevent chat mutuall Confidence, | 


ber cen Us and Our People, We earneſtly defired to razle : And for ſometime after 
the paſſing this AR, Wee found ſuch ak acknowledgement from both Houſes of Our. 
Eogular Grace and fauoiir in conſenting to it, and fo. great expreſsious of their af«. 
fections and pr:rpoſes towards Us, that We beleeved the ſenſe of it would never ave. 
beene forgotten, and were 8s much plealed that We had taken that way of oblieging 
Qur People, as they were with the benefic of ir felfe, 


But We were very well able to diſcover that whatſoever ſeemed to be asked of Vs, | 


os to be complained offro Vs,there was ſtill a FaQtion of a few ambitio:15,diſcontens 
ted,and feditious perſons, who under pretence of bei 'g enemies to Arbitrary power, &. 
of compaſtion towards thoſe who out of cendernefle of conſcience could not lubmic to 
ſome thinges enjoynedor commended in the Goyerament of the Church, had in truth, 
2. defire (and had centred into a Combination to that purpoſe) to aiter the Goyernment, 
bath of Church and State, which they were.yet to diſguiſe, till by rheir Arr or Indu- 
Qty they had infected ſome with their epinions, and _ _—_ demeanour and 
managery of the publick Intereſts, they had ſeduced othes to an wplicite Confidence 
> their power, wiſcdome and integrity : And againſt this deſigne We onely oppoſed a. 
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£cfolution to conribute all Our aſſiſtance for rhe peace., happinefle and ſecurity of 


O:u Pcople, andio to. convince their Vnderſtandings (it rheir. errour proceeded from 
weakeneſF) that no a'tcrationcould produce that happinelle they imagined , and (if 
Fcic natures yerecapable of ſuch trults). ty rake low. of the cheife, of them ore? 
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Vs, that they might be witneffes of Our as , andprivy to Our counſels, that ei- 
ther Ingenuty or Gratitude might recover them from their deſperateiInclinatians : 
Herupo.) ,beca.ile moſt of the grievances of our people were conceived to proceed from 
the great liberty »f Our Councell board,or from ſome orders and direftions from them, 
We admitted to Our Privy Councell ſeven or eight of thoſe Lords,who were eminent- 
ly in eficeme with Our People . for their reputation of Honour and juſtice, ſome of 
whom we knew to be moſt paſſionately diſirclined to the preſent managery ot Civill 
affiics, and to the Government of the Church, and hoped that by a free Communicati- 
on of their doubts, Op1:ions and Councels, they would have r-ceived that latisfaRti« 
ou, that they would have beene cxcellent Inſtrumenty of a blefled Reformation and 
Confirmation in Ch«rch and State, 
Having begun wich this to.:ndation of confidence in our Court,by eleQing ſuch pere 
ſons,We made che ſame haſt to apply particular remedies to the viſible known dileaſes; 
reſolving thole remedies ſhould be proportiened to the Councel and defires of bath 
Houles; which We thor ght the ſureſt way to win ar leaſt a major part to the conteffion 
and acknowledgment of Our juſtice and AﬀeQion.. ; 

The ker had jn the exceſle of juriſdiftion or tediouſneſſe and charge of 
xoccedings, or meaſure and leyerny of puniſhment invaded the Laws of the Land, and 
Liberty ot che $: bject,by the exerciſe ot an Arbitrary power;We preſled not the refors 
mation of this Court, thoug\1 creed or letcled by Att of Parliament in a wiſe time, but 
at the inſtance of both Houſes conſented to the abolition of it, 
The High Commiſhou Court had procceded with too much ſriinefle in many ca« 
ſes, where the tender conſciences of many of Our weak SubjeRts were concerned, and 
had fo tanie outgrown the power of the Lam, that ic wculd not be limited and guided 
by it, but cenſured, fined and impriſoned Our People for matters uupuniſhable by the 
Law; We preſſed not the review of that Statute by which that Covrt was creed, 
that ſi:ch power might be qualified, and proviſions altered , as had beene grievous to 
the Subject;nor defired that any other care might be taken for the upholding the Eccles 
Gaſticall diſcipline, then what the wiſedc me and piery of both Houles ſhall thinke ne< 
ceſſary; bat, in complyance to the lufferings of Our People , and the defires of both 
Houſes. conſented tothe repeale of that branch of that Statute, | 
The Writs for Ship-money. whereby leyerall ſummes of money had been received 
fron: Our good SubjeQts, for defence and ſifeguard of the Kingdeme, had lain heavy 
upon Our People, yer were judged to be Legall : Both Our Houſesof Parliamenx 
declared that the.grounds and reaſons of that judgement ( being that when the gcod 
and ſafery of the Kingdome in generall is concerned, and that the whole. Kingdome is 
in danger, We might compell Our SubjeQts to provide Ships,, Men, and Viſuals, 
for the defence and ſafeguard of the Kingdome., and that We were the ſole Judge of 
thardanger, and how the ſame might be prevented) were contrary to, and agajnſ} 
the Lawes and Statutes of this Realme,the property and liberty of the SubzeR, and ro 
the Petition of Right ; without diſputing Our Right , We were contented that all 
the proceedings inthat bufineſſe ſhculd be adjudged voyd, and diſannulled - and the 


Judgements, Enrollments, and Eacries thereupon, ſhould be vacated and gancelled in 


fuch manner as was deſired, 
Under colour of executing the Forreſt Lawes, and of keeping the, Juſtice in Eyrey 


Cat, very many perſons had beep grieved and vexed by Piclentments, Fines, Judge=. 
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metits, and Tmpriſo:metits, the meets ks and bounds of Forreſts extended , ahd 
fome endeavours been made to ſer on ſoot Forreſts, where in truth none had beene : 
We no ſooner received complaint of this, but We paſſed an AR for the certainty of 
the meets, limits and bounds of all the Forreſts in England, with ſuch further provifiong 
for the eaſe of Our SubjeQs as were deſired at Our hands, 

If by the negligence or wilfulneſſe of Perſons rrufted by Us, any grievance or in- 
eonvenience had been contrafted in any part of Our Kingdome (whici feemed not to 
have ſo generall an inflience upon the whole) upon the fiſt clear information We did 
Our part for the eaſing of them ; and therefore We paſſed for the benefit of Our good 
SubjeRs of Devon and Cornwall, an AR againſt divers Incroach:nents and Opprefe 
fions in the Stannary Courts, 

And We were {o confident this way to winthe hearts and affeAtions of all Our 
good SubjeRts, and that both O ir Houſes of Parliament would at laſt finde a time to 
give too,that We made their Asking the onely Rule ro Our Grants, and parted with 
any thing they deſired Vs to relinquiſh ; So in the Preamble to tie Bill of Tunnage 
and Poundage, We parted with Our title of impoſing a Po.xcr adjudged good, and 
exerciſed by Our Anceſtours, and though diſputed, never reſolved againft by Judge- 
ment in Parliament ; So in the AR for Regulating the Oftice of Clerke of the Mare 
ker, becaule of che 11ndue execution thereot had been grievous to miny of Our loving 
$ubjeAs We conſented that no Clerk of the Market of Our Hoi:ſe ſhall hereafter ex- 
ecute his Office in any part of Our Kingdome, but cnely within the verge of Qur 
Courr, and gramed te executio' of that Office to the Majors and Bayliffes of Towns 
Corporate, and tothe Lords ot Libertics and F:anchiſ's. and to Deputies ; S1ybxcauſe 
about the beginning of Our Raigne ſeverall Writs had ifſued out of Our Court 
of Chancery in the buſinefſe of Knighthood, and been traſmitted with their Rervrns 
into Ow Court of Exchequer, where the proceedings were not fit and warrantable, 
We were contented by the A&t for the prevention of vex thous proceedings touching 
the Order of Kaighthood. abſolutely to part with, and diſcharge a11ght and d::ty, as 
wiquſtionably due to Us by the Law, as any ſervice We can challenge ; So (which is 
the higheſt inſtance of truſt that ever King gave his Sub; = upon Inf.mation rhat 
credit could not be obtained for ſy much mony as was requifi e for the relicie of Qur 
Army, and People in the Northerne p:rts, for preventing the imminent canger the 
Kingdome was in, and for pply of Oar preſent and urgent occafions, for feare the 
Partiament might be difſolved before Juſtice ſhould be done vpon Delinquents, pub» 
lique gricvances be redrcfled a firmc Pence betweene the two Nations of Ergland 
and Scotlard concluded, and before proviſion ſhould bee mad: tor the 1epaymcu of 
ſuch monyrs 2s ſhould be fo raiſed (though Wee knew what power We yarted frem 
and truſted Our Houſes with by ſo doing, and what might bee the Conſ-quence of 
fuch a truſt. if unfaithfully managed ) We negleQet all ſuch ſuſpicions, which all wen 
now ſee deſ=rved not to be lighted, and Wee willingly and immediately p: fl: thar 
AR for the Continuance ofthis Parliament, being relclved that it ſhould not bee Our 
fulr ifall theſe particulars were not ſpeedily provided for, which lcemed thea to bee 
the grounds of their deſire, 

Let allthe World judge, what greater obligations of juſtice, favour, :ffeFtion 
and truſt can a Prince lay upon his S$:bjes, theg We did upa.1 both our Houſes 
of

of Parliament by theſe ARts; and whether We did not in Our free Grace and Fa: 
your grant mich more than had been asked of Us, by that Petition preſented to Us 
by ſome Lords at Yorke , in which was then thought to be contrafted all that was 
grieyous to Our pcople, and all hat was jz{t and gracious for Us to do for them, 
And in all the time in which thele Acts were framing and paſſing, though Our 
own Perſonall wants were notoriouſly known , and vnkindly unfrovided fer , and 
themſelves had asked leave to looke into, and ſettle Ow: Revenue , Which We con- 
{cnicd to; and therefore We wight haye expeRed ſome fruit of that pretended 
Care, We never preſſed them or made the leaft overture to them for Our own ſup- 
ply, only defired them (and 'twas almolt the only thing We did deſire of them) thae 
rhey would vc all pcſſivle expedition in the bulineſle of the Treaty, that the two 
Arwies might be ſpeelily disbanded, and Our SubjeRs caſed of that heavy burden 
which in time would y;xow in ({. pportadle, and waſte the whole ocke of the King- 
dome ; Bur We fond the Faetion We feared in the begining, grew flill ironger, 
and nothing conver:ed or reconciled by all thoſe As of Ours, which w--uld have 
made any Nation happy ; that wilt Ve v — in providing for the publick, 
they were coniving particular advantages of Orfices and places tor themlelyes, 
made ule under hand of. the former grievances of the Subject in things concerning 
Religion and Lax, to change ue Religion and Law of this Kingdom, labouring 
that neicher any thing the Subject bad luffered trom the Crowne might be forgonten, 
nor any ſatisfaction trom the Crowne to the SubjeQ mizhe be remembred : Azd 
theretore in flea of acknowledging Our great Juſtice, and ſingular favour in paſ< 
ling thoſe Acts, they infuſed into Our people that We paſſed them unwilllingly, 
(wnereas We never made the kaſt paufe upon any of them bur one, that for the 
Hig': Commiſſion Cort, and whether that was penned with that warigeſſe and a- 
pimalyerfion, that there be not more determined by it, than the mayor part of both 
Houle; intended at the pafſiag of it, ler themſelves judge ) and that we meant not 
to oblerve them ; and grew ſomuch confounded with the full meaſure of Our fa- 
your, that they would a'low them(clycs no ſecurity of enjoying what We had treely 
given, but by ran cor any power tram Us of giving more; They mult baye 
athrough altcrayon both in Church and State , or elle they ſhould never cnjoy the 
benefit of Reformation We bad willingly made, Hereupon they oppoſe the disban- 
ding at the Armies, and give all delayes to the Scots Treaty, though the Commiſlt- 
auers for thar Nation very earneſtly prefled the haſtening of it, and in plaine Eng- 
liſh declare , That they carmer pet ſpare them, that the ſonnes of Zerviah were 


tos ſtrong for them, and finding more haſte to be made in the aſſerting the Civill M.Swock- 


Intereſts than they deſired , bavang adefigne toingige this Kingdome iuto fo vaſt a 
debt, ela there might be no way of paying it, but by the Lands of che Church 
and lelt Our good SubjcAts might be too ſoone {atisfied, they haſten on to their de- 
ſigns upon the Church, which they art firlt dilguiſed with a purpole only of remo= 
ving the Biſhops from their Votes in the Lords Houſe,

'and lives have advanced the DoGtire of the Proteſtant Religion, and mary of them 
given their bodies to the flic, as a ſacrifice to Truch and Religion, tv erect Stipends 
to their owne Clergie, and to railg cſtuesto .heir owne broken tort: nes. And for 
the free paſſing of this Bill (which to this houre they could never tell what to make 
cf) rwo Armies mult be kept in the bowels of the Ki. gdome a. fo':r{core thouſund 
pounds a moncth charge rothe Common-wealth ; for abut this Bll the Houſe of 
Commons was ſo wholly taken up, that in ten necekes none wx very hale other bue

unlawfuil th gh ſome Members of that Ho le refuſed to tak» ir, being voluntary 
and not imp: fe oy any lawfull Authority ; tnen "tis 1ecomended to the Cite of 
Lorlony and over al t. e Kingd me, by Order from t! e Houſe of Commons) 2 
fli.a c andun er d «4 fu.pation_to be taken by all Perſons - Bt within very tew 
d ycs 4pon conference anongit the-rſelves, and with thoſe Cle1vie-men who d 'y 
folinercir una vt ill and unwarrantab'e det: gnes with rae people, they finds r! ey 
wei: by th  P.ote? ation fo thriefion! aying ' r:wne people jt their Combina- 
tion thy: nioK{h al. men conceived that r..cv wee ven encaced 'bv ii againft 
the.rm in defion. Ty promiſing to defend rho erue reformed Proteſtant Relight 11,CX 
prefle«' in the D fine of che je urch ot E ng. A nd therup-n (ome perſons nf rhar ta- 
tion p.cyailed,tiar after the incmbers of cwe Huuſes had raken it,a Decdlura, was fer 
forth 
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forth by the Houſe of Commons, that by thoſe words,The Doftrine of the (hurchof Eng- 
land;was intended encly ſo farreas it was oppoſite to Popery and Poptſh Innovati- 
ons,and that the words were not to be extended to the maintenance of the Diſcipline 
and Government,8&c, And fo under this explication and Declaration publiſhed onely 
by the Houſe of Commons , and never afſ:nted to by the Houſe of Peeres , this Pro- 
teſtation was direted to bee generally taken throughout Englaxd;and to that purpoſs 
a Bill is drawn, paſſed the Houſe of Commons, and ſent up tothe Lords,whoat the ſe- 
cond reading , finding many particulars in it unfit to be ſo ſeverely impoſed upon the 
Subjeds, abſolutely rejzed. 2 
Vpon this caſucd a new and unheard of diſtemper'in the Houſe of Commons,as if it 
had been great preſumption in the Hou'e of Peecres to refuſe any Bill ſent from them, 
and thereupon a Vote paſſzd in the Houſe of (nmons, Thi the Homſe did conceive that 
the Proteſtation made by them, 1: fit to bs taken by every perſon that rs well affetted in Reli- 
gion, and to the good of the C:mmon-wealth , ana therefore doth Declare that what perſon 
ſnever ſhall not take the Protefation is nxfit to b:are Office in the ( burch or Common- 
wealth , and ordered that the Knights,Citizers, and Burgeſſcs ſhould fend dewne 
tothe ſcverall places for which chey ſerve, Copies of that Vote of the Houſe concerning 
the Proteſtation , and that thoſe Votes ſhould bce printed. 

Let all men judge, whether before thac time from the beginning of Parliaments 
the Houſe of Commons had ever preſumed to'trench ſo farre upon our priviledge, 
to make a Declaration fo like Law without Vs ; or upon the priviledge of the Lords, 
to make and publiſh ſuch a Declaration after they h2d reje&ed the Bill , and ſome of 
them refuſed to take the Proteſtation ; or upon the Liberty of the Subj-R, fo farre to 
impoſe any ſuch thing upon them, without conſent of Parliament. Yet of this wee 
tooke no notice,but prefied (till the disband ing of the Armies, and interpoſed and 
quickned them 1n nothing elſe ; which was againe with all earneltneſk deſired by the 
Scots at New-ca'tle , and prefſ:d by their Commiſtto:rers at London. 

But a new fright was now found toſtarile the People , and tobring Vs into ha» 
tred or jealoufie with them: The generall rumours of Ticaſons and Confpiracie: began 
to loſe credit with all men, who began to con'der what they Flt more than what 
others feared ; ad therefore they had now for1 4 out a Treafon in feed , even ready 
tobe pat in exccution upon the whole Kingdome, the repreſzntative boly thereof, 
a Plot to bring up the whole armic out of the Northeri1e varts to London. Aſtrange 
Plet indeed, which contidert12 the conſtitution of that times, no man can believe Vs 
owity of, and though they in1.e {rev uſe of it to he: filling the minds of Our Peo- 
ple with feares and app:chentons, taey feemed not then to charge V, with any knows 
ledge, or privity toit ; what they have done ſince, all the world knowes,notwith= 
ſtznding Our many Prote'tations in that 4 ot, And we cannot but ſ:y,that by thoſe 
Examinations of Colonell Goarmg, Sir Jacob Aſbley and Sir Zobu Conyors,and M.Per- 
cies Ictter, which is all the Evidence We have feene, and by which chey ſeeme princi- 
pally to be guided, wee cannot farisiie our owne privite Co.ifcierice, ti:2t there was 

everaReſulw ion of bi1nging up the Armie to T.ondoy, and von ths ſtrife exams 
nation Wc can make of that bulineſls, We can fin{ it robeno wy 1c then this, 
Obſery ation bci:1% made of the &:cat Vumults avon Wo owner, v. hich ſeemed to 


threaten the fa.cty of the Mcmbers of buth Hout's, ot Icatl ut dok who were

knowne not to agree with the defignes of that Faction We have before ſpoken of,and 
the manner #f delivering Petitions by multitudes of people atteſted (or pretended to 
be ſo.) by the hands of many thouſands againſt the knowne Lawes a'd eſtabliſhed Go- 
vernment ofthe Kingdome, which yet ieemed to receive ſome countenance ', and to 
carry ſome authority, as inſtances of the :f:tions of fo many perlons ; it tcl into the 
thoughts of ſome Officers of the Ariny of knowne and publick a&Rions to their 
Countrey , that a Petition of a modeſt and a dutifull nature from the whole Army 
for the compoſing and fetling all-grievanices in the Church and State by Law , might. 
for the reaſon of it prevaile wi fi the whole Houſe, and com:ning from fuch a Body 
might confire thoſe, who might be ſhak«n with any feares of power or forceby 
the Tumults : And with this Propoſition Wee being made acquainted, gave Our full 
approbation to it, taking great care that no circumRtances In tlc tramig it,or d. livers 
ing it, might be any blemuth to the matter of it, 

This We call Go 1 to witaefle, as we 11v2 done b:for?, was all We gave Our Cons 
ſent unto, or which we believe was ever intended tobe pur in pract.ce(what attempts 
other men made to ſeduce the aff:&19;15 0! the Army from Vs, is knowne to many.) 
If in the managery of this debate a'ty raih d:ſcourſ:s happened of bringing up the 
Army, it is evident whether they were Propoſed inca:neft or no; they Were nucevar 
entertained and the wh. le matter laid alice 4hoverwo moneths before any dilcoves 
ry, ſothat that danger was ever prevented by the power and wikdome of Parlia« 
ment : And for the Petition i: {c1': waich hath been f-» often pre fled againſt Vs , asa 
ſpeciall Argument of Our Privitie to the bringing up the Army, after We haveſo ful- 
ly and particularly antweres eviry particular circumſtance of that Petition ſigned 
with (,, R, We have herewith publithed atrue Copic of that Petition, that all Our 
good Subjects may fee how jatt.y We bave been traduced,and judge when Petitions 
of all natures were fo trequz.1-1y aud !o wilitngly received, whether fucha Petition 
might not with modeſty al tity cnayh bave beeze pretented uito them : Andi 
in truth that deſire of orin 31 'Q vp the Army hid been then believed, when it was fiilt 
pretended to be diſcovered, which wis abut the middle of May, they would ſurce 
ly have thought ir necelat y t » l1avs dis\a;-ded that Army ſooner then Awgnſt, which 
no preſſi,g of Ours, nor of Our Scors SubjeRts c ul  perſxade them to doc, And 
Weare ſurc Our Imwc:nce in this matter would ſoons have appearcd , if the large 
time to bring th.s buitn:MN: to © Jud'ciall trvall had beene made uſe of ; if contrary 10 
all cuſtome, it haz rot been though: fir to publith depoſitions before the parties Con» 
cerned had been beard to make thiirdetence, or witncfl's crofle-examined , thuugh 
they attended aboye twelve moneths too. it; 1nd if fomemen had not believed that 
their generali ad violent expreitios,nthirming this to be a Plot <quall to that ofth.c 
Gunpowder treaſon, would iovner be believed, if it were not publick!y 6iſcuſſe 3,but 
left to every mains faricy to ie1ghren iccording to his owne inclinations ;and had nut 
feared that if the whole examinations taken (a:1d ot ſach onely as they pleated to ic- 
le&) bad come to light, it would have appearcd by the examination of Maſter Goring, 
(purp ſely ſuppreti) with what 1:tention that mention of bringing up toe Atuy was 
made, with what -arne'!neBcit was oppoſed, and. with what ſudden. .cſ{e it was de» 
ſcrted z and mavy extenuatio!is of, and many other contradi:H1-15 to what is now 
publiſhed, would have appcar'd,, and this impoſtivle ttratazem ,, with which cy 
nave ſo much diſturbed Our SubjeRts, and reproached Vs , conid never have b:cuc 
mideſy much uls of. Aﬀfcer 
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After all thisreadinefſe in Vs to doe whatſovver they deſired of Vs, and paticnce 
in fuffering them to doe whatever they pleated to Vs, Wee gave them warning that 
if there were any more good Bills, which they deſired might paſſ: for the benefit of 
Our SubjeAs, We wiſhed they might be made ready againſt tuch a time, when Wee 
relolved according to Our promiſe to Our Scots Subjets( with which they were well 
Xquainted ) torepatre into Our KingJome of Scotland, to ſettle the unhappy diffe- 
rences there. Vp:n this We were carneſtly cefired by both Uur Houſes of *Parlia- 
ment to deterre Our j urncy thither, as well upon pretence of the danger, if both Ar- 
mies were not firſt disbanded, as that they had many good Lawes in readineſſe for the 
ktrling the differences here, Wee'were by their intreaty perſwaded to deferre Our 
journey to a day agreed 0.1 by themſelves, afſurcing Our Selfe that they would think 
themfelvs obliged againlt that time not only rodisbang our Armies,bur fo to prepare 
and digeſt the buſin: fſe of Parltament, that We might have made a Seſſion betor e Oar 
going ; but that Malignant Faction was fo prevalcnt,that the debate of the Biſhops 
Bill cookeup molt of their tune , ſo that neither any cars was taken for the disbande 
ing the Army, nor any thing done that had any reference to the publick benefit; and 
when the time of Cur vtay was expired, and eventne day Come themſclves had ap- 

inted, a new addreſe was made to Vs for a longer itay of tourteene dayes, becauſe 
the Treaty was net concluded, nor the Armies disbanded , which was the maine 
ground of deferring it before. This ſure ( which was the firſt We denyed them) Wee 
could not grant, t here being that neceflity with reference to Our promiſe, and to the 
exp:Ration of Our SubjeRts of Scorland , that it'was not in Our power to ſatisfic 
them,as We informed both Houſ-s Our {clfe at a conference and according to that ne= 
ceflity We undertook that journey, not d: uvting but that when We ſhould have di- 
ſpatched rhe offuires of that Kingdom, whic': We Fo-xxd ſpeedily to doe,and both Our 
Henſes of Parliament thould have retro thed then{:lves in the Vuiitation of thoſe, for 
whom they had fo well provided by Our fav: ur, Wee ſhould meet again? with mutu- 
all confi icice uit i another, and that 1t would bee Our turnethen to receive ſach 
tctinorics of rhat Conldence ang affection We bad deferv-d, 

But the miſchievous and 1,1detatigavle Induſtry of that Malignant party, which 
had betore Our going 11tc rupted that corretpondence, which Wee deſerved from 
Our Feople. hid with: no kf: malic? provices tor Our r: ception at Our returne. In 
ſiead of rd i; e179 burn ty ehat icalthat the diftratt: ns of theKingdome might 
b: comp«.feu by rhe duc 0 «:vÞ a.dex<ca-ionottie Lawes, Wee found things 
firre note cu! of order ther We tet them, an? Our good $1bz-&ts more puzzled to 
kno vtherr dunes : Octiurs hateernmdeint ie Houſe of Comm ns, and publiſh:d 

inder:gatioa ot the Bo-k- of Cu.nm n Pray-rand for ſuſyenlion of thoſe Lawes in 
force which co:ccr-1-d rhe governm<nt ot the Church ; and th« ugh another Order 
of the Lords was lik2wife publiſhed accordingrto Law, tor the duc obſervation« frhe 
Lawes eftzbliſhudand for fuppcalit- 2 hike div ers, which were every day break- 
ing out by faction of mcan looſe perſ«-11$ , 2gainii tir? divine Service appeinted by 
Law, the Houſe 0: Comnuns t. oke 11pon them publ ckly to declare a zainſt that Or- 
der, becauſe it was -nly made with the conſent ofcl.ven Logds, and that nine other 
Lords did then difſcat ': om it ; whereas in truth the tail Order was made i; a full 
Houſe in Javsary betorc, a.1d oucly o. ered then by that difference of number to bee 
C 2 printeg, 
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rinted, after the Houſe of Commons had A (in a very thin Houſe, and after it 
ad been rejeRed by Vote)thar illegall Order, for tuch Alteration in the Church;and 

if in truth it had been then made, and but by the ods of. two voyces, being in purſu- 
ance of the Law, all men will thinke 1t of much more validity than any Order of the 
Houſe of Commons againſt the Law, which in truth hath no Authority to make any 
Ocders in buſineſſe of thar natare ; an-{ theretore the publiſhing chat Order and De- 
claration of the ninth o! September, mult be cortefli d by all men, to be ſuch a breach 
and violation of the Priviledg- of the Peeres Houle( beſides the aff-ont « feed to Vs, 
and injurie to Qur goo:{ SubjeAs, and to the Law by it) that before this Parliainent 
was never heard of, and was an apparent eviderce that they mcant the whole mana- 
gery of the Kingdome,2nd the Legiſlative power ſh-ul.1 be under taken by the Houſe 
of Commens, without the cor:ſznt ether of Vs,or Our Nobili'y : yer the exccution of 
this Order was with grea: di!!igrnc* ard animoſity prefſed upon Our go. d Subjects, 
and many troubled-and impritored {cr not ſubmitting thereunto, 

When they had ma: this breach por the Eccl-{ialticall State , they tooke care 
(under pretence ot incoui agement of Pre 'ching) to cre Leures in teverall Pa- 
riſhes, and to commen.' ſich Leurer: as be'l ſuired with their delſignes, men of no 
Learning, no Con'cience, but fui 10us promoters of the moit dangerous Innovations 
which were ever im 'uce | into any State, many of them having taken no Orders,yer 
recomm”nded by Members of either Houle to Pariſhes, as to Leuſham in Kent, and 
many other places ; and when Mechanick perſons have been b: ought befo'e them) for

Rs w:thlics.and monſtrous diſcourſes, 
to make them beleeve all the 1.1 of tte Government, and Governours of Church and 
State ; Bockes againſt the Book of Common- Prayer , and the eſtabliſhed Lawes of 
the Land ſuffered without reorehenfivn to bee dedicated to both Houſes of *Parlia- 
ment , whatſ»wyer th: rancour and venome of any inf inous perſon c. uld digeſt, pubs 
liſhed without control, and nothing diſcountenanced and repreached but a dutifull 
regard of Vs, and Our Hononr, and a ſober citcem and application to the Lawes of 
the Kingdorme, 

Tis was the condition wee found at our returne from Scotland, beſides a ſtrange 
groundtc{kapprehention of danger infuſed generally into the minds of Our good Sub- 
1e&s,as if fome notable deligne were in hand againſt the Parliament, 1gainſt the (9 
ot Londoa,gainſt the whole Kingdome of England.Then fcll out an accidenc,whil'lt 
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we were in Scotland,concerning the Ws. of Hamilton and Argyle: Thele two 
Lords,upon ſome information givento them, that their perſons were in danger,up- 
on aſudden withdrew themſelves from the Parliament in Scorland,and for ſome few 
dayes removed outzof Edenborowgh, W hat ever they hadbeen informed, and what- 
ever they ſu{peted, and the grounds of both were fully examined by the Parliament 
there, their 'Per{ons being of that quality andeſtimation in that Kingdome that 
they wereſure cf Tultice : uponthe whole, themſelves and the Parliament were fa- 
tisf1'd thar the Information firſt given to them could nor be made good to the proof 
of any de(igne to the danger of tho{e Lords,and the examinationsof the whole marter 
ſent by Ourd:reXionto Our Parliament hcre. How (1fall had bin true that was ima- 
gined)this buſine fl: co0'd fo highly and nearlyconce:nethe Petce of this Kingdom, 
and the preſent ſatery of both O rr Houſes of Parliament, We cannot imagine ; yet 
upon the firſt repurt of it here, (which was the day betore the firſt m<eting after the 
receſſe ) without {taying te heare the opin on of Our Parliament there,who uſed all 
diligence inthe cxan iption, or of Our Parliament here, {uci ſtrange gloſſes and in- 
rerpretatio!s were madenponthat acci.lerr(not withour refletion upon Vs, and 
Our Ho::0ur) as if at the tame time there had bene (ch a Ceſigne to have been exe- 
cuteq bere, as they had fancied ro themtelves thar to be, arda ſudden reſolution was 
taken, firit by che Committee during thereceſle, after by the Houſes ro hare a Gaard 
for the detence of London, Weftminfter,and both Oar Houſcs of Parliament, which 
muſt needs make a greatimprefſion in theminds ot Our good Subjedts, in a time 
when they were newly freed from the fearcsoftivo Armies, to be awaked with the 
apprehenſion of dangers,ot which fecing n> ground,they vere to expect no end, 

Matters being thus ſtared,ard all posfible «kill beingrul-d by that FaRtion and their 
Emiſfaries of the {ergy (whoat the fame time fuchclamour was railed ofthe unlaws 
fulnes that the Clergy thould med-ile in temporall Aﬀirs, were their chicf Agents to 
derive their {editious direRiors to the People, and were all the week atrending the 
doores of both Houlcs to be employed in their crrants)ro ir fuſe the moſt deſperate 
fears into the minds of al! men that could be imagined, tv be {ure that the memory of 
former birternes might not d<part , rhey provide for cur emertaii ment againſt wee 
ſhould come ro London, to preſent Vs with a Remonſtr ance (as they calle1ir) of the 
State of the Kinndomylaying 5: fore V+,& publiſhing toa!l che world,allthe miſtakes, 
an4ali che misfortunes which had happered from Oar firſt comming to the Crowne, 
& bef.reto that houre, forgetting the bleſſz4 cond:ition(n-twithſtandingthe unhappy 
mixtu't) all Or Subjets hid enjoyerd inthe benefit ot Perce and Plenty ar der Vs, 
ro the envie of Chriſtendome;obje ting to Vs the Attions of tomne,and the thouzhes 
ofothers, and reproaching Vs wich marters which inyecd never cntred into Our 
thoughts , nor to Oar knowledge into the thoughts of any other ; reviling Vs ro 
the People,and complaining to Vs of the Houſe of Peeres, (who'c authority, intereſt 
and priviledge,was then as muchſlighted & deſpiſed,as ours is ſince)& eafily paſſing 
over thoſe lingular Afts of Our Grace paſſed by usthis Parliament , or aſcribing 
them rorheir owne wiſedome in the procurement;, they concluded againſt a Ma- 
lignant party , and that they had no hope of ſcttling the diftrations of the 
Kingdome , for want of concurrence with the Houſe of Pceres ; and that 
concurrence was deſperate by reaſon of the prevalency of the Biſhops , and of 


the Recuſant Lords, into which number allthoſe Lords were caft who preſumed to 
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diſſent from any propoſitions made by the Houſe of Commons, When this engin was 
prepared for the people by the prime Leaders of that defperate Faftion, it was preſen- 
red to the Houſe of Commons, and the greateſt induſtry and $kill. u!ed that-is imagi- 
nable,by private ſolicitations,threats and promiſes to pracure conſent that it might be 

ſd by that Houſe, and after a long debate (longer than ever was knowne in Parlia- 
ment,till three ofthe clock in the morning, from ten the day before, when very many 
through wearines and weaknefſe were forced to leave the Houle, fo that it Jooked (as 
was well fatd) like the Verdi ofa ſtarved Iury)theycarricd it by 141 voyces, & ſhort- 
ly,within very few dayes after Our return (when We had been received with all poſ- 
fibleexpreſſions cf joy by Our city of Zenden, which was pnblick!y murmurcd againſt, 
and the chicf advancers of that duty and affeRion diſcountenanced, (as it they envied 
Vs the Luyaity of Oar people) and when it was publickly faid in the Hoyye of Com. 
mon; apon tome diſpute uf a pretended breach of the Orders of the Houſe, That their die 
ſcipline owght to be ſevere, for the enemy was in view,that Remonltrance was preſented to 
Vs at Our Court at Hampton Court, by fome Members of the Howſe of Commens, with a 
Petition (contrating the ſharp language 1n the Kemonflrance into clic 1 vom)anongſt 
other things, That we would concurre with Our people for d-priving the Biſhops of 
thcir Votes in the Parliament (for which there was then no Bill paſſed both Houſes ) 
and to imploy ſuch perſons about Vs as Our Parliament might contide in, Werecti- 
ved this ſtrange Petirion and ſtranger Remonſtrance graciouſly from the hands of the 
preſenters, m/s them an Anſwer,and 1n the meanc time defired that the Remon- 
france might not be publithed to the people, the thing it ſclfe and che printing any 
thing of the hike nature,bcing never heard ot by the direction ot the Houſe of Comp. till 
this Parliaiit tcing the hilt appeal ro the people, and ofa dangerous cor:{:quence to 
Parli.chemiclvs; But (as in other things neither Our detires or Commands have been 
conſidered) withourgiving Vs Icifure ro anſwer cither the one or the other, ſpeciall 
dircRion is given for the pitnting that Remonſtraxce,arnd cqual cuic tu. ken tor the ond. 
liſhing it in all places and parts of the Kingd-n1. 

Having take this care for the ſhaking & perplexing the minds of *l] men,the next 
work was to get ſucii a power into their hands as might govern and diſpofc of theſe 
af:Rions. To this purpol: t:icy hall from che beginning of the Parliament (oy 1caſon 
of ſome Complai-.ts avaiult the nmmoderate.exerciſ- of the Autlioricy of the Licute= 
nants and their Depurics, in rathng Coat ard Condutt mo:ey and ſome exc:1's in 
them } ſeverall debates inthe dinunution of the Otace it £lt,but ill grounded npon 
the illeg: I] preſſures nſed by them, and upon fone words in tl e Co:nmnilion it felfe, 
which (though ot long wage i very happy daye>) were conceived not az ceable to 
the Law;but they were fo far from ſuppoſing the Once it (clt or the Commillion to be 
illegall, that both Towſes of Pa /iament had recommended two Lords to \'s, 2nd defi 
red Our Commiſſion to make them Lords Licuttnants of YORKSHIRE and 
DORSETSHIRE, the ogly cnd ſeeming then to be that goud and appro- 
ved men ſhould bee 1n theſe imployments and truſts : But at laſt t! ey re- 
folved againſt the Office it ſelt,and would think of ſeme other way tu provide tur the 
ſafety of the Kingdom 1n that point. And inthis they had a duivic end. T irftyto fright 
all perſons (Members ot both Houſes who had been Licutenants, and Deputy Liznte- 
nauts) to comply with them jn their Votes, lelt thry ſhould be called 14 Queltion for 

the 
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theexecution ofthoſe Offices (a ftratagem they had found toengage many perſons to 
their opinions, as Sheriffs for the colle&ing Shipmoney,and all other perſons, who in 
truth were or might be made obnoxiousto their power) then, that by unſcttling that 
whole buſineſſe of the #fi/;r5a throughout the Kingdom, they might the more eafily 
bring in their own power of 9. as as they have (ice endeavoured to do ; and 
therupon they prefumed to bring in fuch a Bill into the Howe of Com. to place a Gene= 
rall at Land, and an Admirallat Seca by AR of Parliament, with ſuch Power and Au- 
thority over the lives and fortunes of a]l Our Subjects as ſhould be lyable to nocon- 
rroul,ncr to be gueſtion: d by any fuperintendent hand, with a prepardon for whatſo+ 
ever they ſhould do under colour of thoſe Offices ; cither of which Officers ſhould 
have been a much greater man than Our Self,and commanded in Our Kingdon abuve 
Vs. The matter of which Bill, to ſhzw their deligne, 1s ſince digeſted into their new 
Generals Commiſtion,and the pretended Ordinance to the Earle of Warwick, And all 
this was then pretended to be a matter of abſ.-lute neceility for the preſervationof Vs 
and Our Kir:gdom ; but at that time it could procure no other credit than to be ſafe» 
red to relt in the Houſe, as an cviderce of the liberty might be uſed in the preferring of 
Bils. They had by this time taken all thc licence at their private Cabals to underva- 
luc and vilific Our Perſo.1 and Our Power, and in publick to give way and Counte- 
nance to any andals upon Vs : Letters from the Major of 'Plinwouth that the Rebels 
in /reland call themfelves the Ducenes Army , and pretend the Kings Authority for 
what they do ; and ſtore of fuch diſcourſe upon ſuch evidence is every week printed 
inthe Iournals of the Houſe, which without doubt mult be of great Authority wich 
Our people, who m:.ſt conceive ſuch informations to b2not only fully and clearly pro- 
ved, but to be accepted and publiſhed upon very, weighty reatons, above the conlide- 
ration of Our Honour and ſafety. 

And now they were tov examine what notable credit th:ir Remonſtrance, and their 
ether genera!l Infuſions had got with the people,and how ready they would be upon 
occaſions to venture themſelves at their direFtion, They had made theml. Ives ters 
rible in the Howſe of (ommons,that by their threats, and their: promifes of places and 
prefermen!s to ſev-rail men, and by the abſence of many, they had gotten the major 
part,but in the Horſe of the Lords their power was not the fame; that inuſt be wrought 
another way ; yet there they had ufed all mcans to prevail upon tlic hopes and feares 
of fuch who thc y thought might that way be dealt with, wicneſſ among many other 
things ofthe ſane nature, that inſolent ſpeech of M.Pim to the Earle of Dover, That if 
he looked for any prefernent, he muſt comply with them in their ways, and not hope to have 
it o [ering To, 

Short!y after their comming together upon the recefſe, anew Bill was preferred in 
the Howſe of Commons, tor the taking away the Veres of Biſhops out of the Howſe of 
Peers, which being once rejected before,ought not by the courſe and order of Parlia- 
went to have been admitted again che flame Scflion : but that was caſily overruled, and 
inthe H:#ſc of Commons it did paſle ; many good men the more willingly cor:corring 
therein, upon hope that that 1] being once conſented to, the fury of that FaRion, 
which with fo great violence purſued an abſ..lute deſtru&ion of the Eccleſiaſticall Go= 
vernment, 1w«.uld be abated, cr {that 'the rage being diſcerned, they would loſe that 


itrcogth which lupported them, But the Lords quckly found thatthe Ringleader* _ 
that-- 
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that FaQion had not ingenuity enough to be compounded with, and therefore with 
them it was not like to ti1d focaſic a paltiage. Now their reſort was to the people, 
whom upon ſeverall occaliors they had trained down to Weitminſter in great multi- 
tudes with ſwords & clubs, & had often ſent for them when any debate was like to be 
carricd againſt them in cither H- uſe, the particulars wherof We arc ready to prove. 
Every man will conceive, We were ina great {trait to tind Our Self ſo muchdiſap- 

pointed of that return,the conſciouſaes of Our own merit,and the many glorious pro» 
teſfions made by both Houles,bid Vs to expe, We ſaw the Laws abſolutly trampled 
under fter,and a defigne 114 to ruin the Government of the Kingdom,and to deltroy 
Vs and Our Poſterity : We ſaw this deſigne carried by a few mea, whoſe hatred and 
maliceto Our Perſ>n, We fou 1d implacable, and their conterapt of Vs and Qur Au- 
thority ſo viſible and notorious, that they forbore not toexpreſſe it in their mention of 
Vs in all companies, We ſw their Power and Intcrelt to be fo great,that they were 
able to miſlead very many honelt men, & to countenance their Actions under the name 
of both Houſes of Parliament: We were reſolved that nothing they ſhould do within 
thoſe wals thou'd provoke Vs, ti!l time and the experience good men ſhould have of 
them ſhould diſcover their purpoſes; therefore We applyed Our Self only to the Law, 
hoping that the inſolence and licentiouſneſk of the people might by Our help be cur- 
bed by that Rule. The tumults grew ſo notorious and fo dangerous, that they threats 
ned and affaulted the Members ot both Honſes, whereupon the Houſe of Peers ( which 
it ſeems the Lords preſent at the paſſing of one of their lateDeclarations,whercin they 
deny there having been any tumults,had forgot )at a conference with the Houſe of( om 
mens twice very carneſtly deſired that they would for the dignity of Par/saments joyn 
with them in a Declaration for the ſuppreſſing ſuch tumults ; but the prevalcncy of 
that FaQtion was ſogreat that though cumplaint was mate by Members in the Houſe 
of Commons, that they had been afſau'ted and evill intreated by thoſe people even at 
the doore of their Houlcin ftead of joyning with the Lords for the ſuppreiliig or pu- 
niſhing then, ſcverall ſpeccncs were male 1n jultihcation of them, and commending 
their Atﬀ:Rions,faying, T hey muſt not diſcourage their friends this being a time they muſt 
wake wſe of all their friends . aid M. Pim laying, od forbid, that the Hunſe of Commons 
ſhould proceed in any way to diſhearien people to obtain their juſt deſires in ſuch a way: which 
he had good reaſon to ſay, himf:1t and thoſe other perſons whom we afterwards accu- 
ſed of High Treafon, having by great folicitatio1 and encouragement cauſed thoſe mul» 
titudes to come down in that manner. The Lords having in vain trie. this way, ap» 
point (upon the advice of ti: ju.iges) that a Writ be dir-Red to the Sheriff and Ile 
{tices upon divers Statutcs (which ifhu dacco;dingly) to fuppreſie and hinder ail tu- 
multuons reſort ; 1n ob«udience to wich the Taltices and other Ni1niſters ap>oint the 
Conſtables to attend about #Weſtmin/?er , ro bimier that unlawtuil conflux of people. 
This was no ſooner done,but the Conſtables and tnuſtices of the Peace were ſent tor by 
the Houſe of Commons,the ſetting ſuch a watch voted to bea Breaci of Priviledge, and 
before any conference with the Lords,by whoſe dueRion that Leg14ll Writ 1fluzd out, 
the watch diſcharged, and one of the Iu'tices, tor doing his du:y according to that 
Writ, ſent to the Tower. 

About the ſame time there was a tumultuous aſſembly of Brownifts, Anabapriſts and 0+ 


other Searies called together by the ſound of a Bell, into a place 11 Sowrhwark, where 
tlic 
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the Armsand Magaz1ne for that Borough were kept. the Conſtable knowing ſuch mee: - 
ings to be unlawtull, and the conſequences of them (eſpecially in ſuch places) to be very 
dangerous came amongſt them; he was no ſooner come,bur he was reproched with yords. 
beaten. and dragged ina very barbarous manner, intomuch as he had hardly eſcaped. from 
them with his lite x complaint was made by him to che next Juſtices, and oath made of 
the trurh of that complaint, whereupon a Writ was ſent to the Sheriff to impanell a Jury 
according tothe Law , for the examination and finding of this Riot,” This was complai- 
ned of too ; and the meeting (in how tumultuous and diſorderly a manner n_ preten. 
ded to beonely for the drawing of a Petition againſt Biſhops and that theConliable was a 
friend to Biſhops, and came to crofſe them, and to hin.er men from ſubſcribing char Pe- 
tition, * Hereupon an Order was made in the Houie of Commons, and the Under. Sheriff 
of S»rrcy by it enjoyned, that he ſhould not tuffer any proceedings to be made upon any 
inquifition that might concern any perſons who met together to {lub{cribe a Pexxcion to 
be p.elerred to that Houſe. What authoriry the Houle of Commons had or have to ſend 
zny luch InjuRtions, We cannot conceive ; yetby this any diſorderly perſons (let their 
inentions and demeanours be never ſo fedittous) are 'aboye the- reach of, rae' Law and 
Fultice; \f they pleaſe ro ſay they meer to prepare ary Petition to the Houſe of Com- 
mons. And tis no wonder, it after all this care taken to remove all thoſe obſtacles the 

Law had pnt 1n the way to lach Tumuls, all people rooke upon them to vift Our Parlia. 
* ment in ſuch manner as they rhought fir, nd thrm—en great mulcitudes of, nautinous 

le every day reſorced to WestminiF-y, threatned to. pull down .the lodgings where. 

divers of the Biſhops lay, aflaulted ſome in their Coaches. chaſed others. wich Boats, by 
water; laid violent hands on the Archbiſhop of Tork. in his paſſing tothe Houſe, and had 
ti not been reſcued by force, it is probable they had murdered him ; crying through the 
ſtreets, Weſtminſter Hall, and between the two Houſes, No Brſhops, no oſhops, no Popoſh 
Lords;and miſiſed the ſeverall Members of either Houſe;, who, zhey were wformed, 1- 
vonred not their deſperate and ſeditious ends,- prockiming the: names of ſeyerall of the 
Peers, as evil and rotten hearted: Lords ; attempting the detacing the Abby at VVeRmiz. 
fer with great violence, and in their return from thence made a ſtand before Our Gate 
i VVoutehall;Aaid, they would have no more Porters Lodge, but would, fheak, with the 
King whin they pleaſed, uſed ſuch deſperare rebeliiqus dilcourle ,.that Y Ve had great rea- 
ſon's beleeve Our own Perſon, Our Royall-Conſort, and Nur Children to be in eyide 
danger of violence; and therefore were compelled at Our great Chargeto. entertain a 
Guard for ſecu-ing Us from that danger : and yer all this danger is ſo {lighted that VVe are 
toldin the laſt Declaration, after VVe haveſo often urged it ;, That 35.45 a ſug zeſt ion 45 
falſe-ai' ths Fathir of lev can invent...

- * Theſelicencious and unpuniſhed Tumults gaue occahon to the Biſhops {who could not 

repair tothe Honle withour danger of their lives ) to make that their Proteſtatiog, for 
the which they were forthwithacculed of High Treaſon by the Houle of. Commons, and 
comfitred to the Tower by the Haute of Peers, wherethey contunned for the ſpace cf 
four Months at the!leaft. Thar fmall Guard we had raken for Qur necelary fafery and che 
reſort of ome Officers { who atrended'bath 'Our Houles, of , Parizament for money due 
to them by A& of Parliament and upon the:pyblick faith ) to Our Court tor Our defence 


222in thoſe Tumults, . was . objected: againſt Us , and. divers countetfeit Letters 
C Were 
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were \vritten, ahd ſenceleſſe fears infuſed into the Citizens of L o»do», that We had a 


Deſlgne of Acvall violence upon that Citie, and thereupon they were drawn into Armg, 
and put npon their Guard againſt Vs ; fo that there was not onely no proviſion made for 
che ſuppreſſing of Tumults, but that proviſion the Law had wade againſt them diſcourte. 
nanced and taken away, and We Ou: Self-cenlured for raking ſo much ſtrengrh abour Vs, 
25 might for ſome time oppoſe ſuch torce as was like to be offered to our ownGates, What 
ſhould We do> We very well kne:y the Contrivers of all thele miſchiets, who had by 
their exceeding Induſtry and Malice wrought this dittration throughout the Kingdom, 
ſuch a defeRion'o& Allegi2nce 1n the Common people, ſuch a dampe of Trade in the Ci. 
tie, and fo horrid a Confuſion in the Church, and all this to ſatishe their own private 
ends and Ambition ; for themlelves know what overtures have been made by them, and 
with what importunity, for Offices and Preferments, what great ſervices ſhould have been 
done for Vs, and whart other undertakings were (even to have faved the life of the Fart 
of Strafford ) if We would confer ſuch Offices upon them : We were ſure We could 
make ſuch particular proofs again(t them of a ſolemn Combination entred inco by them 
for altering the Government ofthe Church and Scare ; of their deligning Offices to them- 
ſelves and other men ; of their {oliciting and drawing down the Tumults to Weitmm- 


fter, andoftheir bidding the people in the height of their rage and fury i goe ro White. 


hall ; of cheir1cornfull and odious mention 'of Our Perſon, and their Defigne of ett 
Our Sorttie tHe Prince into their hands ; of their treating with foreion Power to aſl 
then, if they ſhonld fail in their enterprizet': Yer We ſaw too that their Intereſt and Re. 
putation was fo great with many of both Houtes of Parliament, their Power fo abſolue 
with a multitude of Brownifts. Anabapriſts. and other Sectaries about Loxdon, who were 
ready $0 ppene in a body at their CommanJ, that it would be a hard matter to proceed 
mlt chem. * ' | 

fn ſtair We refolved to do Our part in both, to give Our People a clear ſatisfaQi- 
on of 'Otir uprighr intentions to the publick, whereby rhey ſhould tind their happineſle 
did not at all depend on ſuch Inſtruments; and ro proceed again(t the Perſons of the 06- 
ther ina Legal! way, that all the world might ſee what Ambition, Malice, and Sedition 
had been hog under the vizard of Conſcience and Rehgion. Hereupon We prepared an 
Antler to the Remonſtrance the Houſe of Commons had before publiſhed to the Peo-

[1 Exptefſions as We could make, our earneſt Reſolutions for the maintenance of the 
true proteſtant Religwn, the Liberty and property of the SubzeR, and rhe Lay of the 
Lang, and made no lefle gracious offers to content to any Act that ſhould be offered for 
the eaſe of render Conſcitences inmatrers indifterent, and very earneſtly deſired har the 
lame might be provided, and whatever elſe ſhould be thoughe neceflary tor the peace and 
Security of Our people,and then that VVe might likewiſe manife(t the ARions of tha 
Malignant party, which had done ſo much miſchiefe, and intended ſo much more, VVe 
reſolved ro accuſe the Lord Kmmbolron. Maſter Hollis, Maſter Pim, Maſter Hampden and

How Our proceedings was in that bufines and Our managery of i:,VVe have truly & ac 

e ſer forth in Our Anſwer to the Declaration of both Houles of the 19, of Afay ; That 
what VVedid firſt in acquainting the Houſe of Commons with Our Acculation by Our 
Serjeant at Arms, was in correſpondence and out of regard to that Houſe, that VVe 
might rather have them delivered tothe hands of Juſtice by them , then apprehend them 


- by an ordinary Miniſter of Juſtice, which VVe were and areaflured, what ever DoRtine 


is preached to the contrary, VVe m_ well have done inthe Cale of Treaſon, otherwiſe 
that Maxime in the Law, acknowledged in a Petition of both Houtes to Vs in the begin- 
ning of Our Reigne inthe caſe of the Earl of Arwxdell, That in caſe of Trezfon,Felony, 
breach of Peace, priviledge of Parliament doth nor extend, us of no figpyacgion : The 
words are, They finde it an undoubted R: ght and conitant prrvddedge of Parliament, that 
no Member of Parliament ( ſitting in the Parliam:nt of withmn the uſuall times of Privi- 
ledge of Parliament ) is to be impriſoned or reſtramed, without Semtence or Order of the 
Houſe, wnleſſe it be for Treaſon, Felony, or for refuſing tagive Sureties far the Peace. In 
thole caſes twas then thought a Memher of either Houle was not to be diſtinguiſhed from 
another Subje&t. And why V Ve might nor as well have expeRed that.upon Our Articles 
(not fo generall as a meer verball Accuſation) of high Treaſon, either Houſe woutd have 
commitred their ſeveral! Members, as they had done ſo many this Parliament, and abour 
that time twelve together (upon a confeſſed ground, which every man there who knew 
what Treaſon was knew that fat to be none) meerly becaule they were accuſed;and as the 
Houſe of Peers had formerly done a Member of that Houle (the Earl of Bri#ol ) accuſed 
inthe ſame manner, molt ofthe good Lords being then Judges, VVe neither could then. 
nor can yet undert}and : That our coming to the Houle was to prevent that ſhedding of 
blood which in all probability was like ro follow that Order made the night betore for 
reſiſting all ſach Officers who endeavoured (upan how legall warrant foever)to arreſt any 
Members of either Houſe (ar» Order mach more unjuſtifiable by avy rule of Law :and 
Jaftice, by which Orders or Ads areto be examined. then anything VVe have done or 
any body by Our Authority) That Our purpoſe was no other but to acquaint that Houſe 
with the matter of Our Accuſation, to defire their perions might be {ccured, and with- 
owt any thought of the le{t violation of their privitedges, This is that which we did. Exa- 
mine noxy their part, and cheir progreſle tince,* and then judge whoſe priviledggs have 
becninyaded, and with how good a mind to the Common-wealth they haye proceeded. 
VVe were no ſooner gone, but the Houſe adjoyned it ſeltewnh ſome unuluall exprel- 
frons of offence. and VVe were {peedily informed that ſome reports and Scandals were 
raiſed againſt Vs in Our City of Londoz. thar VVe had offered violence ro Our Houle 
of Commons, came thither with force re murder feverall Membets, and ufed threatniwg 
ſpeeches there againſt Our Parliament and that this was but a preface to an attempt VVe 
meant to make againlt and upon the City, VVherupon VVe retolved the next day to go to

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the Cuiſd hall and to ſhew the great confidence Wee had inthe Aﬀetions of Our ſaid 
Ciry(which We expeCted ſhor1d have begor a propotionable confidence trom them in Vs) 
We went attended with very few of Onr owne Servants, and then in the pielence of the 
Lotd Major, the Aldermen, and a very great Aſſembly of the chicte Citizens and others, 
We made them a fl! Narration ot what Weehad done the day befoie, and aſſured them 
that We intended no proceedings, but ſuch as wefe moſt agreable roche Law of the Laud, 
and the priviledge of Parliament. This Demeanour of Ours We thought would have given 
fatisfaQhion to al ovr loving \ +bje&ts.it that truth We had erred in the forme of our procee. 
dings, vet Our intentions were full of Juſtice and yegard ro he generall Law of the Land, 
from which We-ſhall never willingly {werve: Bur in ſtead of any #pplycation to intcrie 
Our Judgement, wherein We had crred, andhow We were to roccede, both Our Hou. 
ſes of Parliament under the Tutlc of Comn 1ttecs adjourned tt.emiclves to the Guild- hall, 
and aftcrwards to Grocers-hall ; che perlonsaccuſed m_ themſelves into the City, asto 
a Sanctuary, and there __ and contrive buljnelſes to their owne ends : They cauſe 
D:ſcourſes'to be publiſhed, and.intifions to bee made of incredible danger to the City and 
Kingdome by that Onur comming to the Houſe: an Alaram was given to the City in 
the dead time of the night. that Wee were comming with Hoyſe and Foot thither, and 
thereupon the whole City pu: in Armes : And however the envy ſeemed to bee cal} vpon 
the Deſignes of the Papilts, mention was one]y made of Actions of Our owne, Their ſe. 
ditio1s Preachers and Agemsareby them and r\cir ſpeciall and particular diretons ſent in- 
tothe ſeyerall Countie> to infuſe thoſe feaces and jealouhes into the minds of Our good 
Subje&ts. with Petitions ready drawne by them tor the people to figne, which were yet 
many times by them changed three or foute times before the delivery upon accidents and 
occurrences of citheror both Houſes. And when many of Our poore deceived People 
of Our ſeveral Counties have come-to Qur City of Lewd» with a Petition to tramed, 
altcred, and figned asaforcfaid, rhat Perition hath beene ſuppreſſed, and a new one rea- 
dy drawne hath becne pur into their hands, after their coming to Towne , (inſomuch as 
ſew of the company have knowne what they petitioned for ) and hath beenc by them plee 
ſented to one or both Our Houſes of Parliament, as that of Bedfordhire 2nd Buckinghaw- ; 
ſire witneſſerh thole Petitions :and amongſt thereft that of Harifordſeire. which tooke: 
notice of mattersapreed on,or diſſented from the night betore the de! very,which vas hard- 
ly time enough to get ſo many thouſ-nd hands, and totravell to Loendox in that Errand, 
The accuſed Members, to ſhew how much they were above Vs, a. d the reach of the Law, 
march with a Guard of Armed men to the place where the Commirtce fate, ft with 
hem, and governe thoſe Counſel!s. Firſt thty procure a Declaration to be ſer forth and 
printed from the Committee (without being reported to the Houſe, comrary to all Cu- 
ſtomes and Priviledge of Parliament, and againſt the Law it {elſe ) with very frange 
expreſſions of Our carriage, and 1pon'the marter requiring all people rolaſſiſt them. This 
they cauſe'to he ſent into the City to the Common Councell, which by the undue pradt- 
ſesof Captaine Yewne, &« Mr, Falkes,firice made Aldermen for his good ſervice, (then prin- 
cipall Agents)they had cauſed to be akercd by pucting out the gravelt and mol} ſubſtanti- 
all Cirizens,and taking/in perſons of deſperate fortunes and opinions who they knew would 
concurre with them in their wore deſperate Ations : the ſame Defigne and the ſ:me way 
perſued ro make the City of Londer at their dilpoſall.as had beene praGiled in the Hor ſeof 
Cunmons 
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»Commons ro worke upon the whole Kingdowre) and with this Common councell cor- 
reſpundence is kept for the letting of unuſuall Wat hes, placing of Guards in (cverall pla- 
ces of the City, as if ſome deſperate attemptand aſſault were ro be made upon the whole 
Ciry by Vs, who were known ſcarce to have a Guard ſtrong enough topreſerve Our owne 
Houle from violence. A Commander is appointed under the title of Serjant Major Gene- 
rall; and as if all men were now by their new Proteltation made Tudges of the Priviledges 
of Parhament, and the breaches :hercet, and abſolved from all rules of Obedience, ſpeciall 

orifion is made, and publick direQion is _ for drawing downe the Train-bands of 
Our City of London and Weſtminſter on a day appointed to grard, and bringin Triumph 
the perſons accule.| of high Treaſon, as {ch worthy Patriois that the Commen-wealth it 
ſelfe could not bi, bur with coaference to then; who in their Diſcourſes, and by their 
Meſſ:ges to their confederaces exp: efl:d the greatelt ico.ne of, and the moſt treaſonable re- 

oches againſt Us that can be imagined. | 

When we underſtood this horrid preparation made againſt Vs , the Power it was evi- 
dent theſe Parſons had rodo hurt, and the milice we knew they bere againſt Our Perſon 

(which Wee had roo great 1caſon tofea:er! ey intended to ſeile) Wee relolyed to yeild 
forthe preſent to this Storme , and fo the day before their coming to Weſtminſter, 
Wee wichdrew O.r Perlon, with O.r Royall Conſort , and O.:r Children to Out -Houſe 


.ot Hewplen Court, and the rather left the Corrage and Indignation of ſoine of Our 


good SubjeAs _ ( how weakely focyer, yet with the effuſion - of -bloud) have 
oppoſed that = corne intended Vs ; and belciving that poſſibly by Our removing

The lame care an} induliry was uſed ro provoke and incenle Our 
Marriners, Maſters of Ships, and other Scam?n, who were (oliciced by the Agents for the 
accuſed Perſons , and by rheir ſpeciall direRion ro exp.efſe their affeQion likewile to 
the Cauſe in hand, And thereupon neare one hundred Lighters , and Long-boars were 
ſet out by water, laden with Sacres, murdering Picces , and other Ammunition dreſſed up 
with Maſtclothes, and Streamers, as ready for fight, And in this Array - theſe men 
by warer, and the Souldiers by land cryed our as they paſſed by, that they would thus 
proteR and defend thoſe Worthy Gentlemen , whom We had accuſed of High Treas 
lon, and as they paſſed by Our Windowes at White- Hall (cornfully asked What was be- 


| comeef Vi, Whither Wee were gone? In this Equipage they came to both Houſes , where 


tis no wonder they have beene fince able to governe, having given fuch teſtimony cf theic 
power both by land and water, Let all the world jucge by what law this Army was rai- 
—__ whether any AR of Ours againſt thelc Perſons was as unwarrantable as theſe pro- 
ccemmngys, 

Webore al this, being ſo much amazed t theſe Viſtrations that We could net ea(!. 
ly fiad what colour the malic: of the'e men had tound out thus to outface Vs. not 
yet conceiving Wee had broke any Privileige . or that the caſuall breaking of 


Priviledge coi.ld have produced tich prod:giou- liftempe.s : But we were no ſooner 
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advertited where Our miſtaking was , bur wirhout recrimination or complainir Ln 
of the Injuries againſt Our Selt, We ſent to both Houſes @n the twelfth ard touncent as 
of Jarxary by Mellage, that in Our proceeding again(t thoſe perſons We had not thel ;ri 
leaſt 1ngarwation of violating their Priviledges , which We would be willing to aflen mer 
by any reaſonable way We ſhould be adviſed ; rhar We would wave Our former proceed Cou 
ings againit chem, and when the minds of men ſhould be compoled would procecd inaf thu 
unqueltionable way ; in the mean time deſired all jealoufies might be laid atide , andap thre 
plication be-made to the publick and preſſing affairs, eſpecially to thole of Ireland, which fom 
cried for the urmoſt of Our afſiſtance, Bur ir concerned thoſe perſons by no means tt 
ſufter ſuch a compoſition : lf theſe tears and jealouſies were not kept up, and inflamed 
the People, an] the diltraRtons heightned, they knew they (tiould not onely be dutappoin,p 
ted of the Places, Offices , Honours , and Employments they had promited themſelyaffyg 
bur be expoſed to the juſtice of the Law and juſt hatred of a!! good men. Therfore the bulgch 
nefle of both Kingdomes was not conſiderable to the "ris of the fix Members, whoſla 
would be thoughe che Pillars both of Church &Stare.

greater Quantity was brought in then at that time) anſwered taat they vere directed? 
Parliament mcn ro do fo, or elfe they could not coinpaſle their cnds : and waving gott 
@ultitudesof prople of 1cycral Comiiies,or fuch as pretended to bc 1o,co dehverPetitio 
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| toboth Houſes,and to defire leave that they might proteſt againſt thoſe Lords, who would 
not agree to the Votes of the Houſe of Commons, as the Petitionsof Surrey and Hare - 
fardſhiere do;and pertwaded others in the name of many thouſandss of poore people in 
and about the City of Zondoy, to Petition againſt a malignant Faion, which made abor- 
tiveall thoſe good intentions, Waich tended to the Peace and Tranquility of the King» 
dome, ind to deſire that thoſe Noble Worthies of the Houſe of Peeres, who concurred 
with them in their happ.a Votes, might bee earneſtly deſired to joyne with the houſe of 
Commens, and to (it and vote as one entire body, profeſling that unleſſe ſome ſpeedy re- 
medy were taken for the removall of all ach obſtruions,as hindred the happy progreſſe 
eftheir great endeavours,the Petitioners ſhould not reſt in quietnefſe, but ſhould be en- 
forced to lay hold on tie next remedy which was at hand,to remove the diſturbers of their 
Peace,and (want and neceſſity breaking the bounds of modeſty) not to leave any means 
unaſlayed for their relief; adding, that the crie of the poore and needy was, That foch per-

Fouſe of Commons, at a Conference,and after,the ſame day,M. Hol«(a perſon formerl 
accuſed by Us of High Treaſon, and a moſt malicious Promoter and Contriver of thoſe 
Petitions & Tumults) preficd the Lords,at the Bar,to joyn with the Houſe of Commons 
in their defire about the A4i/3ra,and further(with many other expreſſions of like nature ) 
deſired in wordsto this effeR, That (if that deſire of the Honſe of Commons were not aſſen- 
ted to). t hoſe Lords, who were willing to concur would find ſame means to make themſelves 
known,that it might be known who were againſt them,and they wight make it known rothem 
who ſent them, Upon which Petition, fo ſtrangely framed, counttlled, and ſeconded, fe 
t anumber of the Lords departed, that the Vote paſſed ( which they had. fo often-be- 
-_ dcnyed) inorderto the Ordinance concerning the 44313134, and fincethat time, they 
have beene able to carry any thing; and upon the manner , the reſolution of the Houſe of 
Commons hath becne wholy guided by thoſe Perſons whe had given ſo plain Evidence 
that they had the Multitude at their Command,and hath wholy guided that ofthe Houſe 
of Peeres, who with little debate or diſpute, have for the moſt part ſubmitted to whatſo- 
ever hath bcen brought tothem. Shoitly after they paſſed their Ordinance with fucha 
Preamble, as highly concerned Us in Honour and Juſticeto proteſt againſt ; wholy ex» 
cluding Us (in whom that whole power abſolutely was and 15) from any power op au» 
thority in the 445/itia, the Arms and ſtrength of the Kingdome, and that , for as long as 
they pleaſed : And as if the watter were not worth the conſidering,or that thereought to 
no other meaſure to guide Us in point of judgement, or underſtanding, but their 
Votes, it was ill taken that we did not immediatcly return Our Anſwer, but tooke 
ſome timeto coulider it, and we were again with great paſſion and impatience preſſed to 
ive Our Anſwer, they being pleaſed totell Us, T hey conld not but interpret the delay to 
: in adegree adenyall:and in the meane time ro give Us an initance how modeſtly they 
werelike touſ: ſuch power, when We ſhould commit it to them, they preſumed of 
them. lves (ki.owing we had appointed Our Sonne the Prince to meete Us at Greer- 
witch j;1 Our retu;nc tom Dover j to inkibit his meeting Us there, and to endeavour to 
get hin j:ito th.ir cultody. All theſe thin, $ cont dered,and the Inſdl-nce, and Iryultice of 


th. Urdi.acc, We 1i.zit voy woalacijectcur.at Propo.:tion with a tlat deajal!, and 
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Jult indignation ; but we eaſily p-rceived that Our good People were miſled by the Cun. 
ning and Malice of thoſe Boxrefes,and thought it alwayes a compliance woTthy a Prince 
totake all poſſible paines to undeceive ſuch who are led into miſtakings, & therefore we 
retnrned to their Propoſition for the Ordinance a gracious Antwer and Animadverſion, 
made it evident to them,that the Preamble was in it felfe untrue, and againſt Our Honour 
to confent to, and expreſſed Our clearc intention in Qur going to Our Houſe cf Com- 
mons ; We alloweJ all thoſe Perſons recommended to Us (except only in Corporatious, 
to whom a Right was formerly granted by Charter , not conſiltent with this Ordinance) 
and offered togrant fuch Commiilions to them, as had very long and happily been uſed in 
this Kingdome , and which we had this vcry Parliament grantedio two Lords, at thein- 
Nance and intreaty of both Houſes. If that powea ſhould not be thought enough, We offe. 
red togrant any ſhould be firit yelted in Us, an{fo We be enavled to grant ; but deſired 
that the whole might be digeſted into an Att of Parliament , whereby Our good Subjects 
might know , waat they wereto do, an4 what they were to ſuffer , that there might bee 
the leaſt latitude for the exerciſing of ay Arbitrary Power over them; which Anſwer we' 
deſire all Ou: Subj&s to read2,an4 conider,whether we did not thereby grant all which 
themſelves hal ticlt delired , and whether there was cauſe to Note ſuch who adviſed that 
Anſwer to bee Enemics, tothe State , and miichievous ProjeRours agaidit the defence of 
the Kingdome.

impoſe an oath upon Our Subjects to execute all the Commands of both Houſes : They 
waſte and conſume the money given by Ac of Parliainent for diſcharge of the great dett 
of the Kingdome , and for thereliefe of the bleeding Condition of 1reland ; imploy the 
money brought in by the Adventurers , and thoſe men whoare levied by Our Authoriti 
and Commillion for the preſervation of Our miſcrable SubjeRs there , to ſerve theminz 
war againſt Us, whereby all men may ſee what reaſon We had , not to conſent to x War 
rant dormant under pretence of levies for Jreland, which might have furnilhed then

both over Prince and People more inſupportable then Confuſion it ſclf<. 

And forall this impudent iujultice(odioustoGod& Man) what is objeted againſt U? 
that We will not be ac'viſed by Our Parl.In what? what one Propoſition that is cyidently 
tortheeaſcof Our Subjects have We denicd?that We have granted many is confeſſed. We 
w1ll not conſent that the Ordinance of the 44313154 ſhall be executed & obeyed; that js,We 
will allow that both Houles of Parl. (hall make Laws, and impoleu»on the Property and 
Libertie of Our SubjeRts without Our conſent ( which if We ſhould yeeld to, uponthe 
lame pretences of necellity,a word fatall to this Kingdome, and publick good , the Houke 
of Commons might as well, and would quickly make Laws without the Houſe of Peers,

and the common people without cither) nor ace willing that thoſe'men, who have dif- * 
covered all malicero Our Perſon, and difeſteem and irreverenceof Our Office, ſhall be + 
legally qualified ro take vp Arms againſt Us , when they ſhall be theretinto provoked 
by their Mal:ceor Ambicicn, There can benonew thing ſaid in this Argument, We 
uſt refer Our good SubjeRs to Our ſeverall Anſwers, Declarations and Proclamati- 
ons in-chat poiat ; onely it will be worth their contidering, that this extraordinary, un- 
heard of, extravagant power was aſſumed in caſe of peremptory neceſſity, for the pre- 
vention of imminent danger in the beginning of arch ( how long it was in defigne 
tefore is underſtood by Sir Arthur Haſlerigge his Bill long preceding ) whether any 
ſ-ch danger hath bin ſince dilcovercd, and whether unſpeakable calamities have not al- 
ready, and are like to enſue from that fountain, We wiſh it were not too apparant. And 
if thoſe fears and jealouſics, which ſeem to make that Ordinance neceſſary, were indeed 
zeall and honeſt, that in truth nothing were deſired bur purting the Kingdom into a po« 
ſure, that is, that al, Our loving Subjets night be provided with Arms, and dextrous 
in the uſing them, if any Invaſion or Rebellion ſhould be; is not all this care taken. and 
all chis ſecurity provide for by the Commiſſion of Array? what honeſt end can that 
O1dinance have.which is not obt1ined by the execution of and obcdience to that Com- 
miſſion? bur *ris true the power is notin thoſe hands , nor like to be employed to thoſe 
uſes, it is now intended. Who hath nor heard theſe men ſay, that the alteration they in- 
tend, and is neceſſary, both in Church and State. muſt be made by bloud ? are not the 
[v0ws, aaa which they live ceftruttive to all Laws, and CompaQts? is notevery 
thing neceflary they think fo, and every thing lawfull that is in order to thar neceſſity ? 
ſure if Our good SubjeRs were —_— awake in this bufinefſe,, they would thinke 
they had much more cauſe tothanke Us for denying this Ordinance, then for granting 
all that We have gramed. What is there c/ſe? Wee do not think Sir /ohn Heth.an hath 
dealt well with Us in keeping Our Town from Us, nor do take it kindly that Wee are 
robbed cf Our Magazin ana Munition, but think of recovering bath by force,becauſe 
Wee cannot have them ctherwile , which will be an auall levying War againſt Our 
Parliament. This Argument is ſufficiently vexed roo : Our good SubjeRs will reade 
the Meſſ:ges, Anſwers, Votes and Declarations in this caſe ; and wee are ſare upon the 
Grounds laid to juſtifie this Treaſon, no Subject in Ergland hath a houle of his owne, 
which may not to morrow be given to Sir 76h» Horhann for as long a term as they think 
firzand he may be ſent to mocrow to murder Us , and be no Traitour , and they who 
ſhall Chur the deor againtt him ſhall be Delinquents. Is there no more ? Yes; Wee will 
not ſubmit to thoſe nineteen durifi:I] and modeſt Propoſitions which have beer lately 
thrown at Us, as the neceſſary means of removing jealouſtes and differences, and as the 
laſt complement of all their ſcorns and injurie , that Poſterity may ſee to what a tame- 
neſſe We were brovght when ſuch things were asked of Us : Wee will not be cor tent 
that all Our Officers ard Miniſters of Stare, be they never fo fithfull ro Us. fo affetio- 
nate to their Country never fo wiſe never ſo honeſt, ſhall be immediatly cemoved from 
Us and their Places , be diſgraced and undone, and in their rooms , theſe Gentlemen 
(who have taken all poſſible pains to deſtroy King and People ) or ſuch whom they 
ſhall recommend, t» ſucceed, that the fame FaRion may be carried through the whole 
Kingdom,which theſe men have raiſed in both Houſes of Parliamen ; that all Aﬀaires 
of the Kingdom be managed nor onely by their advice, bur their abſolute diceion an& 
command , leſt any man ſhould think himſelfs Our Servant ; that the Education 
and Mariaye of our Children be commirted to them , leſt any Chriftiah Prince Ron 
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make addrefſes.to Us infſuch Treaties :1n : . JF » that in pratitude to their modeſty 
and dury.for not depoling. Us, We wil not now depoſe Our Selt.& ſuffer the People aid 
Kingdom (which and the Law hath committed ts Our government and yroteRi- 
et and for which We muſt make an account) to be deyoured by them, 

Sure theſe-men think *cis no affront to ask any thing : Bur can Our good SubjeRts be 
longer kept-in.thus trance ? can the Nobility, Gentry, Clergy , Commonalty of England 
fcrifice their Honour, Intereſt,Religion, Liberty to terms and-the meer ſound of Parlia- 
ment, and Priviledge? can their experience, reaſon, and underfianding be caprivared by 
words, and aſſumptions contradiHory to all Principles? What one thing haye We de- 
nied, that with cefcrenc* to the publick peace and happinefſe was to be bought with the 
laſſe of the meaneſt SubjeR ? and yer into what a Sea of bloud is the rage and fury of 
theſe men lanching out, to wreſt that tram Us, which We are bound (if we had a thou- 
ſand lives to loſe in the contention) to defend ? nay, what one thing is there that makes 
life precious to good men, which Ye do not defend, and theſe inen oppoſe, and would 
evidengly deftroy? What grievance or preſſure have Our People complained of,and bin 
caſed by Us, which is not now brought upon them in an unlimited degree > Is the true 
Reformed Proteſtant Religion, {caled by the bloud of ſa many Reveread Martyrs, and 
eſtabliſhed by the wiſdom and piety of turmer bleſſed Parliaments, dear to them? Wee 
niuſt appeal to all the World (being called upon by the reproaches of theſe men) whe- 
ther Our own praQice. (the. beſt evidence of Religion) and all the aſhtance and offers . 
We can give, have bin wanting to the Advancement of that Religion: and what can 
be moredone by Us to fatisfic and ſecure Our people inthat point? On the other ſide, 
ct all Our good SubjeRs conſider and weigh what pregnant Arguments they have to 
fear Innovation in Religion , if theſe deſperate perſons prevaile ; when the principall 
mento whoſe care and induſtry they have committed the managery of that pact, refuſe 
Commynion with the Church of England, as much as the Papiſts do,and have not one- 
ly with that freedom they think fir to uſe,reproched the Book of Common Prayer, and 
the Government of the Ehuxch in their ſpecches , but have publiſhed thoſe ſpeeches in 
the view of all men in pcint:that the world might ſee by what meaſure and rule the Re- 
formation they ſo much talk of.is to be made ; when tuch Petitions have bin contrived 
by.them,and accepred with publick thanks, which reviſe the Book of Common Prayer, 
calling it a 2aſs-book,, in ſcorn and contempt of the Law,whillt other Pctitiens for the 
Government cltabliſhed by Law have bin rejected, diſcountenanced , and the Petitio- 
ters puniſhed ; and when two Aruucs were kept in the Bowels of the Kingdome ten 
weeks, at the charge of foucrſcore thouſand pounds a moneth , for the countenance of a 
Bill to eradicate Epiſcopacy,root and branch : when ſuch licence is given to Brownifts, 
Anabaptiſts, SeRaries, and whilet Coachmen. Felemakers, and ſuch Mcchanick per- 
ſons are allowed, and. entertained to preach by thoſe, who: thinke themſelves the princi- 
pall Members of either Houſe ; when ſuch barbacous out-rages in Churches, and hea« 
theniſh icreverence and uparcs. even in the time of Divine Service , and the Admini- 
ſtration of the bleſſed Sacrament,are praiſed. withour contsoul, when the bleſſed means 
of adyancing Religion, the Preaching ofthe Word. of God , is turned into a Licence of 
libdling, and reviling both Church and State, and venting ſuch ſeditious poſitions, as 
by the Laws of the Land are no lefle then Treaſon , and ſcarce a man inrepuration and 
ezedit with theſe Crand Reformers, who is tot notoriouſly piley of this ; whileſt thoſe 
Learned,Reverend,painfull,and pious Pteachers,who have bin & are the mo eminent 
and able affertors of the Proteſtant Religion, are (tothe inſpeakable joy of the Adver- 
kagigs.to Our Religion) diſregarded and oppreſſed; Lally, when for the ſerling & com- 
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poſing all theſe diftraRtions and diftempers , A ſtead of a fiee and generall Sytiod of 
grave and learned Diyines, whieh hath been ſo much talked of (and to whoſe delibera- 


tions We were and are willing to commit the conſideration of thoſe Aﬀairs) a Confe- ' 
rence is deſired with particular men nominated by themſelyes , comrary to the Rights 
and Practice of the Church, the Major part of Gr ton (though Wee conſeſle- there are 
many ceverend, learned, and pious perſons amongAt them) are not of learning and un- 
derflanding ſutable to ſo great a work , arc of knowne avowed diſaffe&ion tothe Do- 
Arine and Diſcipline of the Church, and of thoſe who bave preached feditionſly , and 
treaſonably, againſt Our Perſon and Authority. as DoRtor Downing and others. Who 
ever from his Gal defires a true examination and Reformation in Religion cannot ex- 
peR it fromthe reſults of theſe mens councels, nor think the true ſervice of God is like 
to be advanced or preſerved by ſuch pratiſes: And all fober men muſt look with ſtrange 
horrour and indignation upon the laſt Declaration ofthe Lurds and Commons, which 
afcer ſuch unpregdented outrages and violences againſt Us, publiſhes the ground of 
their taking up defenſive Arms(as they call them) to be, for the maintenance of the true 
Religion ; the taking and keeping of Hi, Our Navy, Our Money, and Goods, the 
exercifing of the Afiliria, and all the other injuries We complain of, to be for the main- 
tenance ot Religion:bur whoſoever belieyes the.n to be for the preſeryation of Our Pec- 
ſon, may believe the other too. Would men enjoy the Laws they were born to, the Li- 
berty and Property which makes the ſubjeRion of this Nation famous and honourable 
with all neighbouring Kingdams ? Wee have done Our part to make a wall of braſſe 
for the perperuall defence of them, whileft thele ill men uſurpa power to undermine 
that wall, & to ſhake foundations, which cannot be pulled down. but to the confuſion of 
Law, Liberty, Property,and the very Lifc and Being of Our SubjeRs? Is the Dignity, 
Priviledge and Freedom of Parliaments,(Parliaments whoſe wiſdem ard gravity have 
prepared fo many wholſome Laws, and whoſe freedom diſtinguiſhe s the condition of 
Our SubjeRts from thoſe of any Monarchy in Ewrope }precious unto Our People? Where 
was that Freedom and that Priviledge when the Houſe of Commons preſumed to 
make Laws without the Houſe of Peers , as they did in their Vote upon the Proteſta- 
tion,and of the ninth of September , when the Houſe of Commons and the Houſe of 
Peers preſumed to make Laws without Our conſent, as they have done in the buſinefſe 
of the Militia, of Hull, in the behalfe of their Champion Serjeant Major Generall Skip- 
por, of the Earle of Warwick, of their new Generall the Earle of Eſſex (with whom 
they will live and dic)and many other Caſes? Where was that Freedom and priviledge 
when Alderman Pemrigron and CaptaineFenne , brought downe their Aſyrmidons to 
aſſault and rercifie the eating of both Houſes, whoſe faces or whoſe opinions they 
liked not, and by that Arwy to awethe Parliament ; when thoſe rude inultitudes pub- 
liſhed the names of the Members of both Houles , as enemies tro the Common-wealth, 
who would not agree to their frantick propoſitions; when the names of thoſe were gi- 
ven by Membe1s of the Huuſe,that they m:ght be proſcribed, & torn in pieces by thole 
Multitudes, when many were driven away for fear of their lives from being preſent at 
thoſe conſultations , and when Maſter Hollis required the names of thole Lords who 
would not agree with the Houſe of Commons ? Laſtly , where was that freedome and 
priviledge of Parliament , when Members of the one Houſe had beene queſtioned for 
words ſpoken in the Houſe, and one freed, the other bur reprehended by vote of the 
Major part, were again queſtioned by the other Houſe , and a charge brought againſt 
them for thoſe words 2 Is Honour, Reputation. Freedom and Civility to be efteemed ? 


What cauſcleſſe Defamaions have byn rai ſed and ent!r1taincd upon Perſons of qu_p 
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and unblemiſhed eſtimation,upon no grounds or appearance of reaſon,bur becaulc their 


opinions ran nox with the Torrent? what careſſes have bin & are made to perſons looſe, 
vitious.and debauched,of no virtue,nvu Religion,no reputation but of malice and iagxa- 
titude ro Us?, their names will be cafily found out, by all mens oblervation & their own 
bluſhes, tho:ygathey ſhall not have the Honour of Our mention. How have the Laws 
of Hoſpitality and Civility bin yiolated, the freedom and liberty of Converſation (the 
pleaſure and delight of life) bin invaded by rhea?? the diſcourſes at Tables, whiſpers in 
Gardens and walks examined, and of pertons.ander no accuſation ; Letters broken up, 
(Our own to Our deareſt Conſort the Queen , not ſpared) read publickly, and com- 
mented upon, with fuch circumſtances as makes Chri/tendome laugh at Our follics, and 
abhor Our correſpondence : Is peace and tranquillity dear to Our Subjets ? To ſhew 
that We have left no way to that (not deſtructive to Honour ey” ape 5p a ROT 
Wee offered to lay dawne Our Aris upon nopther Reparatiogs for all the Tndighities 
multiplyed upon. Us,then thele, that they ſhould lay down theirs lo unjuſtifiably taken, 
and We haye Our own. Town, goods and Navy (taken and kept by violence from Us) 
to be peaccably reſtored.to Us, and the power of making Laws without Us by the way 
of Ordinances (which implyes a power by Ordinance to depoſe Us) & that in particu- 
lar concerning the 2Zzlitia, to be diſavored.and a ſafe place to be agreed on, where We 
might be ay 2 with Our great Councell,forfthe compoling of all miſunderſtandings, 
and making this Kingdom happy : which offers nor oncly were nor accepted , but not 
ſo much as any Anſwer direRed immediacly to Us ; fo:mwhat onely ſent down by their 
undec clerk, which with their, firſt Petition and Our Anſwer (We are-much pleaſed to 
heare) are ordered to be printed and read in all Churches , (Wee deſire no better evi- 
dence then Our and their writings and ations,and no better Judges and-Witndfſes then 
Our people of Our love to peace) and cven before this kinde of Anſiver caine to Us, 
whileſt we with patience and hope, cxpeRing ſuch a return as We deſired, ferbore any 
ation or attempt of force, according ro O.r promiſe , Sir John Hetham (allyed out in 

the night. and murdered the perſons of his fellow-ſubjc&s, and ever ſince inthis quar- 

rell chey labour to encreaſe their Army, (the very levy of which is Ticaſon ) and ate 

ready tgmarch with it again{t Us. Let all the World judge, who are the lovers of Peace. 

Laſtly.is the Conſtitution-of the Kingdom to be preſerved and Monarchy it ſelf upheld? 

can any thing be more evident then that the end of theſe men is orthe concluſion which 

mult arrend their premiſſes muſt be.to introduce a parity and confuſion of all degrees & 

conditions?-are not ſeycrall books and papers(ſuch as the Obſervations wpon parts of Our 

Aeſſapes)publiſhed by their direRion at leſt under their countenance, again Monar- 

chy it ſelfe? Is ir poſſible for Us to be made vike.and cantemprible , and ſhall O:r good 

Subjects continve as they are? Can Our Ju power be takenfrom Us,and ſhall they. en= 

joy their liberty?VVhoſoeyer is a friend to the conſtitution of the Kingdom,muſl be an 

enemy to theſe men, 

How che benefit, advantages, and hopes of the Kingdome have bin and arc advan- 
eed and promoted by theſe men all good men ſee and diſcern. Let Us confider now whes-. 
ther all thoſe grievances and preſſures which Our Subje9s have heretofore ſuffered un- 
der, and of which Our Juſtice and favour hath eaſed them , be not by the FaQtion and 
Tyranny of theſe men redoubled upon Our People. Were the conſciences of men 
orieved.and ſcardalizcd at thc roo much Formality and Circumſtances uſed in the ex- 
erCilc of Religion, and are they not equally concerned in the uncomelineſſe,irreverence, 
and profancueſſe now ayowed to the diſhonour of Chriſtianity ? were they troubled to 
ſe the Pulpit ſometimes made a Bar to plead __ the Liberty and property of the. 
SulyeR, and arc they nut moze confounded to fee it ſo generally made a Scaffold to in- 
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cite the people to Rebellion and Sedition againſt Vs ? Haye Our people ſuffered under, 
and been oppreſſed by the exerciſe of an Arbitrary power, and out of a ſenſe of thoſe 
ſufferings have We conſented to take away the Starre-chamber, the Hrgh Commiſſion» 
Courts,to regulate the (onncel-Table, and to apply any Remedies haye been propoſed to 
Vs for that diſeaſe ? and have not theſe men doubled thoſe preſſures, in the latitude and 
unlimitedneſſe of their proceeding, in their Orders for the obſervation of the Law as 
they pretend, and their puniſhing men for not obeying thoſe Orders in a way and de- 
pree the Law doth not preſcribe ; in their ſending for Our good $ubjeRs upon generall 
Informations without proofe,and for offences which the Law takes no notice of; in 
.declaring men enemies to the Common» wealth.fining and umpriſoning themsfor doing 
or not doing that, which no knowne Law 1njoynes or condemnes ? Were the Purfi- 
vants of the Cormcel-T able, the delay and attendance there, or at the High-('ommiſſion- 
{onrt, the judgements and decrees of the Strarre-(hamber, more grievous, grievous 
to wore pecſons, more chargeable, more intolerable, then the Serjeants and Offi- 
cers Fees, the attendance upon the Houſes, and upon Commirtees, or then the 
Vores and Judgements which have lately paſſed in one or both Houles ? 
Let all the Decrees. Sentences and Judgements of the High-Commiſſion Court and Star* 
Chamber be examined, and any found lo unjult, ſo illegall, as the proceedings againſt 
the Gentlemen of Key, for preparing and pony a Petition agreeable in forme and 
matter to all the rules of Law and Juflice, by whichſmen are to be informed to ask any 
thing ; as the judgement againſt M. Bynioy, that the ſhould be disfranchiſed. be unca= 
pable ofever bearing, Off ce in the Common-wealth, impriſoned in the Goal of Colcie- 
fer for the ſpace of two years, & to pay three thouſand pound finc,nothing being char- 
ged and proved _= him. that any Law or reafon could tell him that he was not to 
do : though the ſentences in the other Courts were in ſome Caſes too ſevere, and ex- 
ceeded the meaſure of the offence, there was ſtill an offence, ſomewhat done that in 
truth was a Crime ; but here Declarations, Votes. and Judgements paſſe upon Our 
people, for matters not ſuſpeRed to becrimes till th:y are puniſhed. And have ſuch 
proccedings ever been before this Parliament 2 If Monopolics have been granted, to 
the prejudice of Our people, the Calamity will not be leſle. if ir be exerciſed by a good 
Lord, by a Bill, then it was before before by a Patrent. And yet the Earl of Warwick, 
thinks fit to require the Letrer-oft ce to be confirmed to him for three lives, at the ſame 
time that *ris complained of as a Monopoly, and without the alteration of any circum- 
Rance, for the eaſe ef the SubjeR;and this with ſo much greedineſle and authority. that 
whileft it was complained of as a Monopoly, he procured an Aſhgnement to be made 
of itto him from the perſon complained of. after he had by his intereſt Ropped the pro- 
ceedings of the Commirtce for the ſpace of five months, before that Aſſignement made 
to him. upon pretence that he was concerned in it, and deſired to be heard : of ſuch 
Soveraigne Power was his name. as if it could be no longer a grievance to Our People, 
ifit might provean advantage to him. A Preſident very likely t-» be followed in man 
Monopolies if they may be aſſigned to principall Members, or their friends. witneffe 
the connivence now given to Sir John» Meldrum: for his Lights, ſince his andertaking 
their ſervice at Hall. Have partiality and corruption in Judges obſtruRted* the courſe 
of Juſtice? was there ever ſuch partiality and corruption, when their fellow-Members of 
either Houſe are by them importuncd and ſolicited for their Votes in Caules before 
them, and no other meaſure or rule tothe Juſtice of that Fa&ion then th* opinions ot 
the perſons contending ? what ſummes of money have been giuen to, and what con- 
tracts have been made with ſome Members of cither Houſe who are ofthis powerfull 
Fation We complain of, for preſerving this man from being queſtioned, and promo- 
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ting an Accuſation againſt that man, for managing ſuch a cauſe, and procuring ſuck 
an Order, We are very well able to give particular information z which We ſhall 
willingly, do, when there may be ſuch a ſober and ſecure debate as becomes the dig- 
nity and freedome of Parliament, and the witneſſes, now within their reach, may nei- 
ther be awed, nor tampered with, before triall ; for how little care there is taken for 
dilcoyeries of this nature, appears by that which (upon a complaint of a ſlander again 
Mr. Pim) was juſtified, and the Author averred againſt him, for raking Thirty Pound 
Bribe to preſerve a Papiſt from Legall pcolecution, which hath been io long {uffered 
. to {leep at a Committee, 

Our caſe is truly ſtated, ſo truly, that there is ſcarce any particular urged or alledged 
by Vs which is not known to many, and the moſt to all men : And mult Our Condi- 
tion be now irceparable ? are the injuries commirred againſt Vs and the Law juftifi- 

4 able ? and muſt We be cenſured for uſing all poſſible means to be freed from them, orts 


Houſes of Parliament ? There is not a particular of which We complain, that found 
not eminent oppoſition is boch Houles, and yec for the moſt part not above a Moitic 
of either houſe preſent.
